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This  list  is  the  result  of  over  four 
years  observation  of  the  birds  of  this 
County. 

Special  mention  is  due  to  Mr.  A.  K. 
Fairchild,  of  Malapardis,  for  records 
kindly  furnished — especially  of  Water 
Birds.  Mr.  M.  M.  Green,  now  of  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.  C.,  likewise  supplied  useful 
records  while  residing  in  Morristown  :
